Camp  Frenzell-Jones,  near  Long 
Binh,  Vietnam,  The  base  camp  is  named  for  two  men,  former  raeni- 
bers  of  the  brigade,  who  were  Icilled  in  action,  Tlic  coininanding 
general  unveiled  a  plaque  outliidng  the  heroic  action  of  these  two 
young  men.  Upon  the  departure  of  General  Forbes,  the  Deputy  Com¬ 
manding  Officer,  Colonel  Frederic  E,  Davison,  assured  command, 

B,  (C)  PERSONNEL,  AIM  A: 

The  total  assigned  strength  of  the  brigade  decreased 
by  187  personnel,  showing  the  unit  to  be  operating  at  102!?  of  its 
authorized  strength.  Infusion  continues  to  eliminate  rotational 
humps  in  this  unit  and  other  units  throughout  the  Republic  of 
Vietnam,  The  command  presented  432  awards  in  this  period,  iiiclud- 
ing  3  Silver  Stars,  Rest  and  reoaTy)eration  leaves  were  taken  in- 
country  by  165  men,  with  983  going  outside  of  Vietnam  for  their 
leaves.  The  brigade  enlistment  rate  was  well  above  the  Department 
of  Arny  goals,

D,  (C)  OPERATIONS,  ^KNEX  C: 

The  brigade  main  base  remained  at  Long  Binh  and  Opera¬ 
tion  FAIRF/iX  was  continued  throughout  Noveriiber,  In  December  the 
brigade  began  a  withdrawal  from  the  Operation  FAIRF/OC  mission  and 
to  phase  into  the  Operational  areas  of  MANCHiiSTiL,  UNIONTOWN/STRIKE 
and  UNIONTO^/N  I,  With  the  termination  of  the  conimitment  in  FAIRFAX, 
training  assistance  and  logistical  support  of  the  Vietnaiacse  Arj:y 
5th  Ranger  Group  was  also  terminated,  RF/PF  training  support  con¬ 
tinued  at  the  Thu  Due  Infantry  Training  Center  (ARViv),  Tliree  M/iTS 
teams  and  one  Impsact  Team  supported  Gia  Uinh,  The  brigade  deploy¬ 
ed  to  3  fire  support  bases  with  battalion  size  task  forces,  each 
having  a  direct  support  artillery  battery.  During  December  the 
brigade  was  reinforced  by  elements  of  the  U.S.  9th  Infantry  Divi¬ 
sion,  25th  U,S,  Infantry  Division  and  the  v'ietirmese  2d  Marine 
Battalion  for  operations  in  the  MAKCKSSTSR  area.  Large  VC  base 
camps  were  located  and  an  increase  in  the  numbers  And  volume  of 
enemy  contacts  was  experienced  througli  December  and  January, 

Large  quantities  of  Viet  Cong  and  Chinese  Communist  weapons  and 
supplies  were  captured  in  the  new  area  of  operations.  At  the 
end  of  January  the  VC/NVA  launched  coordinated  i-ockot,  isortar  and 
ground  attacks  on  a  number  of  South  Vietnamese,  U,S,  and  allied 
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installations.  £Ieinent«  of  this  brigade  engaged  eneiqy  units  vdth- 
in  20  minutes  of-  the  truce  toealdng  Initiation  of  action  by  these 
enemy  units,  resulting  in  53S  VC  KIA  (BC)  and  1 1 6  VC  KIA  probable 
during  the  first- 14  hours, -of  fighting.

During  Itovember  and'  December,  the  truck  platoon  at¬ 
tached  from  the  4Eth  Transportation  Group  (MT)  dispOaced  the  for- 
viard  brigade  elements  from  GIA  DIi\iH  Pro^^ce  to-  Camp  Frenzeli.- 
Jones  for  a  three  day  refit  period.  The  7th  Support  Battalion 
coMucted  inspections  and  issued  supplies  where  necessary.  VAien 
the  urdts  ’^ere  redeployed  to  a  new  area  of  operations,  the  brigade 
S4  as^ied  responsibility  for  coordination  of  all  aerial  resupply, 
Ihe  7th 'Support  Battalion  assumed  responsibility  of  operating  the 
departi^‘  '^rfield.  Air  Force  airdrop  was  utilized  to  develop  a 
2',QOO'.ibund  stbek’^e  of  155nm.  artillezy  ammunition.  The  4CiQm 
Cai^ster  assminition  for  the  grenade  launcher  was  used  quite  suc¬ 
cessfully  in-'the  heavy  jungle  of  the  new  area  of  operations;  the 
AOnm  HE  round  could  not  travel  far  enough  to  arm  itself  resulting 
in  a  very  high  dud  rate.  The  brigade  received  2500  M16A1  rifles 
to  replace  the'Ml6£1.  Rations  are  now  being  drawn  direct  from 
the  506th  Field  Depot,  resulting  in  fresher  chill  items.  Normal 
resupply  and  maintenance  activities  presented  no  significant  dif¬ 
ficulties,  Base  camp  construction  is  progressing  satisfactorily.

During  the  month  of  November,  the  brigade  completed 
its  effbrts  in  area  of  opexation  (AO)  FAIRPi.X,  Coopera.tion  from 
ciyiliah' personnel  for  the. civic  action  program  continued  at  a 
hi^  level,  and.6elf-hslp'pcojectS  .were  successful  due  to  the 
supervision  exercised  by  the  battalion  S5"  staffs.  In  December, 
after  moving  into  the  MANCHESTER  and  UNIONTOV/N  AOs,  Government  of 
Vietnam  (G7N)‘  and  civilian  participation' in'  the  civic  action  '  ■ 
effort  was  limited  to  providing  orgariizatiorial’ aixd  technical-  aid. 
For  example,  the  Christmas  Party  at  IGC  U-Ii  Refugee  Hamlet,  HO 
NAi  Village,  was  organized  with  the  assistance  of  the  priest  who. 
cares'  for  the  ^ople  thew .  Coordiiiation'  was  ^completed  between 
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brigade  and  battalion  S5  staffs  and  G?/K  officials.  During  Janiwry, 
the  brigade  set  to  work  in  its  assigned  areas,  establishing  pernan- 
ent  MSDCaP  sites,  aiding  refugeefe  arriving  without  food  supplies, 
and  providing  quick-ruaction  euergency  relief  of  affected  f£".i.lie3 
in  TAY  Hfil  Haralet,  HO  i\til  Village,  after  a  VN/iF  F5  jet  crashed  into 
their  hamlet.  Psychological  operations  continued  at  a  high  level 
during  the  past  quarter.  The  month  of  t/ovcriiber  \avs  devoted  to  con¬ 
tinued  support  of  the  Chieu  Hoi  Caapaignj  six  leaflets  \iere  deve¬ 
loped  and  2,500,000  of  these  disseminated.  During  Deceiuber,  ef¬ 
forts  were  directed  at  the  suppoid,  of  the  combat  b-  tt.aiians  in  the 
new  AO.  Saturation  dyops  of  Chiou  Hoi  and  quick-re.-iction  leaflets 
were  laid  on  over  two  kinds  of  targets:  population  centers  and 
knovm  Viet  Cong  concentrations.  Januaiy  vir-.s  a  riicnth  of  consoli¬ 
dation  of  effort;  the  battalion  and  brigade  S5  staffs  cooi’dinated 
closely  to  exploit  Viet  Cong  weaknesses  learned  duriiig  the  previous 
month.  On  a  cordon  and  seai-ch  operation  in  FHU  GLiO  District, 

BII\JH  DUOkG  Province,  the  people  wore  j.iade  aware  of  the  need  to  sup¬ 
port  the  GVN.  The  PsyOps  used  there  v/as  directed  t-o  theii-  needs 
and  concerns,  and  is  assui..ed  to  hc.ve  been  succossiul  as  the  citi¬ 
zens  provided  the  Piilitary  Intelligence  Detach.^eut  with  valuable 
infomiation,  even  after  having  lived  under  Coi:a..unist  rule  for 
some  time.  The  Tot  Compaign  was  also  placed  into  operato^n,  with 
the  disseiuination  of  3^262,000  Tet  leaflets  o:nd  the  announcement 
of  Tet  greetings  to  the  civilian  population  as  well  as  to  the 
friends  and  employees  of  the  brigade,  Fne  Medical  Civic  Action 
Program  (MiLDCAF)  declined  in  scope  during  and  after  the  Brigade 
moved  into  its  new  AO,  During  Woveml^r  the  permanent  MBDCAF 
sites  established  in  AO  P..LiFiiX  were  gradually  turned  ovei-  to 
the  Army  of  Vietnaju  (ARVN)  5th  Rarger  Group.  Decei.-iber  was  a 
month  of  re-organization;  the  research  of  needs  and  abilities. 
During  January,  the  ri!;2)C<iP  prograiu  was  re-established  in  the 
battalion  and  headquarters  areas  of  M/dvCHESTER  and  UlilONTOAlJ;  2,996 
patients  were  treated, 

G.  (U)  MEDICAL  SSRVIGE.  ANNEX  F; 

In  this  period  the  total  nio&er  of  quarters  beds  has 
dropped  from  58  beds  to  25  beds.  The  niuAber  of  Front  Line  ai/bu- 
lances  has  decreased  from  34  to  25  in  the  month  of  JoiiUvary,  The 
battalion  aid  stations  continue  to  give  local  area  liedical  support. 
The  battle  casualties  hjive  shown  a  marked  increase  in  gunshot 
wounds.  The  incidence  of  skin  disease  has  had  a  marked  drop. 
Diarrhea  increased  due  to  an  episode  of  food  contajnination.  Mala¬ 
ria  chemopropy^rlaxis  now  includes  a  daily  Dapsone- tablet  to  prevent 
Faloiparum  waiaria.  Medical  supply  inside  the  brigade  haij,  been 
good  but  supply  outside  the  brigade  presented  same  problems  which 
we  could  not  solve.  Civic  Action  Medical  PrograiuS  have  dropped 
markedly  due  to  a  change  in  operational  areas. 
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H.  (U)  STAFF  JUDGr:  ;j)VOCATE,  hKNEX  G: 

In  the  period  1  Kovei.l)er  through  31  Janiiary,  196^s! 
this  command  paid  $2261 ,35  in  personal  property  claims  ojid  the 
Office  of  the  Staff  Judge  Advocate  handled  295  legal  assistance 
cases.  The  command  tried  17  cases  by  Special  Courts-IIartial, 
Disciplinary  action  ha»  been  taken  under  Article  1 5,  UCMJ,  in 
138  cases. 


I.  (U)  PUBLIC  INFQfdtlTlON.  ANNEX  H: 

The  peri-jd  1  November  through  31  January  has  witnessed 
an  increase  in  the  detachment ‘s  activities.  The  areas  of  iiiiprove- 
ment  include  the  Hometown  News  and  Picture  Release  prograi...  In 
addition,  news  releases  have  increased,  but  arc  restricted  because 
of  the  classification  of  brigade  coiibat  operations.  All  units  of 
the  brigade  have  cooperated  in  accounodating  Public  Information 
personnel  who  have  worked  with  individual  units.  Reqorimendations 
have  been  made  to  realize  closer  liaison  with  brigade  units  for 
increased  Public  Information  Office  coverage  ;ind  for  improvement 
of  the  photo  sections  capabilities. 

J.  (C)  PROVOST  MARSHAL.  ANNEX  I: 

The  operational  control  of  the  Provost  Marshal  has 
been  greatly  expanded  and  now  has  the  additional  responsibility 
of  operating  a  Security  Guard  Platoon,  V/ith  the  change  in  the 
operational  control  of  the  Brigade  lioln  Base  (BMB)  gur.rd  force 
have  come  many  improvements  in  the  overall  physical  security  and 
law  enforcement  prograiiis  within  the  Bi-3.  The  relocation  of  the 
Military  Police  Checkpoints  and  the  construction  of  a  stable  peri¬ 
meter  ha,s  brought  many  additional  apprehensions  especially  in  the 
possession  of  marijuana.  This  improvement  has  resulted  in  a  more 
efficient  and  thorough  crime  prevention  program.  The  establishment 
of  a  central  Detainee  Collection  Point  has  greatly  iruproved  the 
overall  system  of  the  processing  f^nd  securing  of  detainees.  The 
forward  battalions  no  longer  have  the  responsibility  of  processing 
these  personnel  but  merely  insure  thesb  they  are  retxirned  to  the 
collection  point  in  the  Blffl,  Military  policemen  are  present  in 
many  of  the  forward  areas  to  assimio  the  securing  of  such  individuals. 
Convoys  are  now  provided  with  a  Military  Police  escort  to  enho.nce 
security  and  control  any  traffic  problem,  C'-nvoys  are  moving  in  a 
more  expeditious  loanner  and  are  not  getting  tied  up  in  congested 
and  populated  areas.  The  BMB  establisluient  of  a  static  guard 
force  at  the  BMB  has  iraproved  the  reaction  tii;ie  during  an  alert 
and  has  insured  that  the  sentinels  are  pr^jperly  trained  in  their 
duties.  This  improvei:.ent  was  duo  to  simple  consolidation  and  op¬ 
eration  under  a  single  head.  The  Criminal  Investigati  :n  Detach¬ 
ment  has  taken  a  more  aggressive  role  in  the  prevention  of  crime 
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arid  the  gathering  of  infonnatijn  to  jjrosecute  all  offenders,

Indoad,'  much  of  tho  aroa  invested  ly  the  battalions  recently  has 
boon  devoid  of  civilian  population,  Tho  ability  to  establish 
fixed  disponsarios  near  the  brigado  base  is  lii'.iitod  duo  to 
the  amount  of  time  spent  in  the  field  by  tho  battalion  sui^goons. 

But  areas  noar  Camp  Fronzoll-Jonos  could  bo  assigned  to  tho  infantry 
battalions,  and  assistance  given  to  assure  that  a  suita.blo  fixed 
installation  in  tho  area  bo  found  for  tlicm  ;ri.tli  their  aid.

1 ,  (U)  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lessons  Learned 
for  the  quarterly  period  ending  31  January  1968  from  Headquarters,  199th 
Infantry  Brigade  (Sep) (Light)  (WFBDAA)  as  indorsed, 

2,  (C)  Pertinent  comments  follow: 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  maintenance  of  standby  emergency  supplies, 
page  8,  paragraph  B2:  Concur.  Although  relief  support  of  Vietnamese  civil¬ 
ians  is  the  responsibility  of  GVN  and  provisions  for  use  of  military  supplies 
for  emergency  and  disaster  relief  are  made  in  MACV  Directive  500-1 ,  the 
response  time  through  these  channels  is  not  sufficient  in  situations  such  as 
the  case  cited.  Low  level  stockage  of  emergency  supplies  to  handle  inraediate 
needs  luitil  requests  can  be  processed  through  emergency  channels  is  desirable, 
A  staff  study  is  being  prepared  recommending  authority  for  low  level  stockage 
of  emergency  relief  supplies  down  to  divisions  and  separate  brigades, 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  a  program  featuring  entertainment  and  re¬ 
freshments  provided  villagers  during  cordon  and  search  operations,  page  9, 
paragraph  B3}  and  page  13,  paragraph  A2:  Concur,  Entertainment  and  refresh¬ 
ments  establish  good  rapport  between  the  unit  and  the  people  and  foster  a 
cooperative  attitude  among  the  villagers.  In  addition,  these  programs  contri¬ 
bute  to  control  of  the  people  and  prevent  interference  with  the  tactical 
operation, 

c.  Reference  item  concerning  Infantry  Battalion  FM  radio  ccanmand  nets, 
page  12,  paragraph  E3j  and  page  13,  paragraph  D,  All  aircraft  of  this  conmand 
are  equipped  with,  or  are  being  retrofitted  with,  the  ARC-5A  FM  radios.  This 
set  has  a  frequency  range  of  30,00  to  69.95  mhz  and  nets  with  the  VRC  12 
series  FM  radios.  Specific  reference  is  made  to  FAC  and  AC-47  aircraft  page 
12,  paragraph  E3  which  are  Air  Force  aircraft.  Until  such  time  as  the  Air 
Force  procures  the  ARC-54  or  similejr  FM  radios  to  net  completely  with  the 

VRC  12  series,  it  appears  that  the  199th  Brigade  has  taken  appropiuats  action 
to  insure  communications  with  Air  Force  aircraft  providing  support.

1*  Eleineiits  of  five  local  force  battalions  continued  to  op¬ 
erate  in  or  ^  the  periphery  of  the  FAIRFAX  area  of  operations. 

a.  Hoc  YiSa  District  (VC  00  i;oK  District)  -  The  2d  Local 
Force  (IF)  Battalion^  vdth  an  estiiiated  strength  of  250  men^  part¬ 
icipate  in  the  Jl  January  t96&  attack  on  SsLigoii,  in  particular  the 
ThH  SWl  KHUT  Airbase.  Ih^  incurred  few  losses  in  the  attack. 

b,  DI  Ak  District  (VC  DI  Ah  District)  -  The  3d  IF  Batt^ 
lion«  with  an  estir.iated  strength  of  275  tien  operates  in  the  icorth- 
western  part  of  GV«  THU  DTJC  District.  This  unit  i>robably  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  attack  on  the  THU  DUC  District  Headquarters  on  3^ 
January  1968.  The  Battalion  received  100  reinforceriieuts  brixjging 
its  strength  to  an  estiinated  375  laen.  In  Deceijber  the  THU  DUC 
District  Chief  was  IdLUed  while  on  a  conibined  operation  against 
this  unit  in  THU  DUC. 

THU  DUC  District  (VC  TilU  DUC  District)  -  The  Ath  IF 
Battalion  has  li^reased  its  activities  considerably  in  the  last 
45  days.  Contacts  made  with  the  4th  IF  Battalion  by  the  30th 
Hanger  Battalion  have  increased  in  intensity,  due  to  the  addition 
of  replacements  and  the  cujiipletion  of  the  4th  IF  Battalions 
Training  Program.  This  unit  imr  has  an  estimated  stroi;]gth  of  200 
men. 


d.  IdIA  Bii  District  (VC  Affii  BE  District)  -  The  5th  IF 
Battalion  also  participated  iji  the  31  January^  1 968  attack  on.  Sai¬ 
gon.  Ttiis  unit  is  reported  to  be  marginally  copibat  effective  with 
a  strength  of  200  men. 

6.,.  BI4H  CH'UvH  District  (VC  BIiH  CJiii.H  District)  -  The 
6th  .IF. Battalion  carried  out  a  major  portion  of  the  attack  on  TaH 
SOS  SHUT  Ait^se  and  the  area  around  PHU  THO  Race  Track  in  Saigon, 

Heavy  contact  has  been  encountered  tidth  this  unit  since  31  Jan¬ 
uary  1968,'  The  current  estimate  of  strength  is  at  100  men. 

After  sweep  operations  ora. completed  near  the  race  track,  the 
6th  IF  Battalion  will  be  goneroUy  ineffective. 

2.  Guerilla  units  have  increased  in  strength  and  activity 
in  recent  weeks.  The  absence  of  constant  pressure  by  allied 
forces,  has  given  these  imits  time,  to  recruit  roplaoomonts  and  increase 
their  influence  in  tho  village  ana  hamlets  of  GlA  DBih.  iTio 
guerilla  units  have  had  opportvuiity  to  regroup  and  retrain  in 
tho  last  several  months.  An  RD  Cadre  was  ambushed  by  a  platoon 
of  VC  near  GC  CONG  in  December  with  13  RD  Icillod  as  a  resiilt,  Tho 
Local  Force  can  bo  ejqiectod  to  increaso  toom  activities  in  keeping 
with  PHASE  H  of  tho  V&ntor  Spring  Campaign,

As  the  roads  were  impassable  due  to  enemy  mines,  it  be- 
caxiie  necessary  to  resuiipJy  these  units  by  CH-47  (Chinook)  from 
Camp  Freazell-Jones,  Because  this  was  a  juulti-battalion  force 
being  supplied  from  one  pick-up  zone,  it  beca2;ie  necessary  to  est¬ 
ablish  brigade  level  control  for  this  operation,  Tlxis  was  a  nen 
concept  for  this  brigade,  because  previously  all  resupply-  had  been 
by  road,  to  the  widely  separated  battalion  base  caj.ips  cuid  then  by 
helicopter  to  individual  company  areas.  From  8  Dccei.ibcir  to  12  Jan¬ 
uary,  the  Brigade  S4  assumed  resix)nsibility  for  coordination  of 
aerial  resup;  1^^  to  the  fonvaid  areas,  7th  Support  Battalion  had 
the  responsibility  of  actually  controlling  the  pickup  zone  adja-»> 
cent  to  the  brigade  heliport,  arvi  the  respective  battalions  had 
the  responsibility  for  controlling  landing  zones  iii  tlieir  areas, 

A  total  of  1,701  sorties,  totaling  4*253  short  tons  of  cargo^  vrere 
moved. 


3*  To  support  Battery  A,  2d  Battalion,  35th  Artillery  (155 
SP),  in  general  support  of  the  brigade  at  Fire  Support  Base  lASHUA, 
it  was'  desii-ed  that  stockage  of  2,000  rounds  of  1  55mii  ai.a.(unition 
be  on  position  with  the  battery,  however,  CH-47  assets  were  too 
limited  to  allow  this  buildup.  Air  Force  heavy  airdrop  v^as  re¬ 
quested  for  this  purpose,  and  froi.i  11  Docej.±»er  to  14  Decei;jber, 
approximately  2,000  rexuids  were  airdroi.ped  into  the  position.  The 
Container  Delivery  System  (CDS)  was  used  for  the  drop,  USiiF 
Pathfinders  were  at  the  drop  zone  for  control  ..urj  oses,  and  US 
Arty  Riggers  juiaped  in  to  supex-vise  the  recovery  of  the  air  itexis. 

4*  On  25  December,  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in 
the  3<i  Battalion,  7th  Infantry,  All  persoioicl  vxei-e  returned  to 
duty  within  two  days.  During  the  investigation  it  vxas  found  that 
the  food  had  been  left  ixi  the  open  on  the  serving  line  for  an  in¬ 
ordinate  time  to  pexmdt  the  troops  free  and  liberal  access  to  the 
food  for  the  Christiiias  diiuier.  It  was  further  found  that  there 
were  a  number  of  unserviceable  food  containers  in  use  thi’oughrut 
the  brigade*  Since  there  we^  o  a  nuiiJber  of  units  which  had  turned 
in  this  type  container,  it  had  been  necessary  to  use  other 
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viiservlceable  containers  to  zoove  the  Xood  to  the  field  for  the 
troope.  Because  of  the  non-^vadlabilitjr  of  tids  iteo.in  the  snp- 
Idjr  system,  .management  of  this  supply,  .ayecuaridxclose  liaison  with 
hi^er  headquarters  prompted  USaKV  headquarters  to  direct  lateral 
transfer  of  serviceable  Mertaite  cans  from,  several  units  tlu^  were 
not  utilizing  them,  A  rigorous  program  of  inspection  and  class¬ 
ification  of  food  containers ' has  since  been  initiated  by  the  Bri¬ 
gade  Food  Service  section  and  has  proven  helpful  in  identifying 
potential  problem  areas. 

5*  Upon  deployment  into. AO  MANCHESTEh.  a  problem  was  real¬ 
ized  with  ZfOnm  grenade  ammunition.  The  HE  round,  in  the  dense 
Jungle,  could  not  travel  far  enough  to  am  itself.  An  increased 
allocation  o.f  the  40mm  Cannister  Round  was  obtained  for  the  op¬ 
eration,  This  round  was  found  to  be  quite  effective  in  this  type 
of  terrain. 

6,  A  total  of  2,500  XM16E1  PiHes  have  been  exchanged  for 
the  K16A1  rifle  to  date.  The  new m&el  has  not  been  in  the  hands 
of  the  troops  lor.g  enough  to  obtain  a  valid  comparison  with  the 
older  one, 

7,  On  4  January,  the  Class  I  Section  of  the  7th  Support 
Battalion  began  operating  its  own  ration  breakdown  point.  Rations 
are  drawn  directly  from  the  Class  I  depot  in  Saigon  and  delivered 
to  the  units  at  Camp  Prenzell-Jones,  As  a  result,  fresher  chill 
items  are  being  obtained, 

8,  Resupply  and  maintenance  activities  were  routine  and  pre¬ 
sented  no  difficulties.  The  following  statistics  show  the  Brigade 
Supply  Officers  activity:

1 .  In  the  beginning  of  Noveniber  due  to  the  relatively  fixed 
areas  of  operation  for  our  infantry  battalions,  each  battalion  aid 
station  remained  in  the  saj;.e  location.  This  en|bled  them  to  i;iain- 
tain  a  ward  using  a  GP^Kedium  tent  to  keep  many  of  their  own  quar~ 
ters  patients.  Each  unit  had  5  to  20  beds,  .At  the  same  time  the 
Bi'igade  Medical  Company  loaintained  a  2^  bod  ward  at  Car..p  Frenzell- 
Jones  in  a  permanent  building  and  the  Headquart>:;rs  tiedical  section 
maintained  a  15  bed  ward  in  a  peiianent  buildirvg  at  Cat  Lai,  By 
15  November  196?  the  20  bed  ward  run  by  the  medic.al  platoon  of  4th 
battalion,  t2th  Infantry  teid  been  closed  as  they  Jkoved  to  Camp 
Frenzell-Jones  and  subsequently  to  AO  Uniontown,  By  1  December  the 
8  bed  ward  run  by  the  medical  platoon  of  the  3d  Battalion,  7th 
Infantry  had  been  closed  as  they  moved  to  Camp  Frenzell-Joncs  and 
subsequently  to  AO  Uniontown,  By  the  15th  December  the  5  bed  ward 
nm  by  the  medical  platqon  of  the  2d  Battalion,  3d  Infantry  had 
been  closed  for  the  same  reason.  The  brigade  medical  section  also 
moved  during  the  period  on  15-18  November,  closin^^  their  15  bed  = 
ward.  The  25  bed  war-d  maintained  at  Cai.p  Frenzell-Jones  by  the 
Medical  Company  remains.

With  the  Xiiovement  of  bat¬ 
talion  snrgeans  into  forward  areas,  all  sick  call  at  Comp  Fren- 
sell-Jones  was  being  carried  out  by  the  Brigade  Medical  Coupaijy 
after  15  December  1967,

This  foUowed  the  aanrement  of  each  battalion  from  ths  old  opsr- 
aMaaaaL  aiwa  In  Operation  FAIRFAX  to  the  ones  subsequently  as¬ 
signed,  In  new  areas,  the  aid  station  gives  local  medical  sup¬ 
port,  But,  in  the  field,  aiost  patients  are  modavac  by  air  am¬ 
bulance  to  irear  medical  establishments  of  the  67th  and  68th 
Medical  Groups, 

5.  The  forms  of  injuries  resulting  from  hostile  action’ dur¬ 
ing  December  reflected  the  change  in  the  quality  of  enei.5r  force. 


The  number  of  wounds  from  booby  traps  dropped  rai-rkedly  in  Nov¬ 
ember  aind  December  as  finally  all  irifantry  battalions  left  their 
pi^yious  AOs.  At  the  same  tirie  there  was  a  loarked  rise  in  th« 
number  of  gunshot  wounds, 

6,  There  were  no  significant  changes  in  overall  nui.her  of 
patients  seen  on  sick  call,  but  there  was  a  ttaiked  change  in  cer¬ 
tain  illnesses, 

7,  The  incidence  of  skin  disease  in  Mover^ibcr,  Qoc^jrubjjp  and 
January  showed  a  continuing  drop  in  quarters  and  out-patients. 

The  nuriber  of  people  with  involveiaont  of  feet  and  legs  dropped 
from  125  in  October,  15  in  November,  22  in  Deceriier,  and  1  in 
Janijary,  This  is  due  to  the  cessation  of  the  rainy  season  and 
moviKient  of  the  brigade  into  an  xininundated  area, 

3,  There  was  a  Liarked  rise  in  case  rate  of  diarrhea  from 
26/1000/per  anvus  In  Noveraber  to  280,8/1  OOO/per  anum  in  December » 
This  was  due  to  c  food  poisoning  episode  which  oc cured  on  the 
25th  of  December,  The  20th  PriVentive  Medicine  Unit  aided  the 
brigade  in  th«  investigation.  It  was  discovei-od  that  the  con¬ 
taminated  food  waa  th«  triad  of  turkey,  gravy,  and  cernbread 
stuffing,.  The  contaminant  was  Staphylococcus  Aureus  which  had 
been  introduced  by  relaxed  food  handling  procedui'e  in  the  field. 
Efforts  in  food  service  have  been  made  to  insure  that  this  does 
not  ocewr  again  in  the  future, 

9.  In  i'iover.iber  the  4th  Battalion,  12th  Infantry  was  started 
on  daily  Dapsone  due  to  the  clo  se  proximity  with  VC  who  were  suf¬ 
fering  large  numbers  of  casualties  from  Falciparum  malaria.  Sub¬ 
sequently,  each  of  the  infantty  battalions  v;as  st.artod  on  Dapsone 
as  they  moved  North.  Sy  2^  Deceober-  the  entire  brigade  Sesfl  h««n 
started  on  Dapsone.  This  eliminated  any  problems  which  might  h.'ve 
occured  initiating  the  program  on  3t  January  when  the  Camp  Fren— 
soll-Jones  came  in  close  contact  with  other  vectors  from  the  sai.^e 
ern(y.  The  brigade  continued  to  take  the  weekly  Chloroquine 
PrimoQuine  tablet, 

10,  Medical  supply  was  a  problem  only  in  that  a  few  standard 
items  were  not  available  such  as  Hydrocortizone  Viofom  cream. 
Despite  discussions  with  the  USiUiV  supply  officer  tlds  shortage 
cooild  not  be  relieved.  Therefore,  supply  personnel  had  to  ob¬ 
tain  Viofonu  and  Hydrocortisone  creams,  then  mix  these  two  to¬ 
gether,  Supply  systems  outside  the  brigade  bec.ii.ie  nonexistent 
the  last  10  days  of  Janxiary  due  to  the  1st  Platoon,  32d  H^dical 
Depot  preparing  for  an  i»nnual  General  Inspecti.m.  They  were  un¬ 
able  to  supjly  anything  unless  it  had  an  02  priority, 

11,  The  Medical  Civic  Action  Program  has  gone  into  hibernation 
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on  a- gradual  basis  over  the  past  three  uonths.  The  riovement  of 
the  battalions  eliiuinated  their  periianent  dispensaries  in  civil¬ 
ian  areas,  attempts  were  made  on  the  part  of  infantry  battalions 
to  develop  MDCiil  programs  in  their  new  operationfil  areas,  but 
these  areas  were  either  devoid  of  civilian  population  or  being 
redeveloped  by  other  units  from  outside  the  brigode.  The  bri¬ 
gade  S-5  atteiiipted  t)  establish  a  permanent  dispensary  in  Ho 
Ifei  village,  near  Ca;.ip  Frenzell-Jones,  but  their  medical  spec¬ 
ialist  went  on  a  30  day  leave.  This  left  the  onus  on  this  office 
to  provide  them  with  an  alternate.*  This  was  don^  with  the  help 
of  the  A.th  Battalion,  -IZth  Infantry  which  supplied  one  of  its  ad¬ 
vanced  trained  medics  beginning  18  December  tlirough  15  January. 
Subsequently  on  the  30  and  31 ‘January  this  facility  was  robbed  of 
many  of  its  medical  provisions  by  the  VC  regiment  which  the  bri¬ 
gade  decimated.  The  total  nvmiber  of  patients  seen  on  KliDCAi 
dropped  from  35^01?  in  October  to  19>296  in  November,  4>706  in 
Deceriber  and  2,996  in  January.

1.  In  the  past  quarter  this  couiiaiid  paid  $2261*35  in  personal 
propex  ty  clalios  to  individual  United  States  rdlitary  personnel. 

The  niAji>rity  of  the  claims’  resulted  from  loss  of  personal  property 
due  to  eneiiy  action.  Over  $61,200  VN  in  solatiuu.  payments  were 
BiTide  for  danage  and  personal  injury  occassioned  by  Vietnar.:ese  Nat¬ 
ionals  as  a  .result  of  combat  and  non-combat  activities  of  fersor>- 
nel  of  the  brigade,  IVrenty-siJc  cXaims  filed  by  Vietnamese  Nation¬ 
als  tinder  the  Foreign  Claims  Act,  AR  27*^S  were  investigated  and 
processed. 

3.  Courts-martial  rates  within  the  conJaand  Continue  to  be  low 
and  well  below  overall  Army  level.  Greater  empliasis  is  being  pla¬ 
ced  by  unit  coLoanders  at  all  levels  on  the  use  of  non  judicial  pun¬ 
ishment  to  enforce  and  maintain  discipline  withiii  their  eoimands.  , 
hors  eiiphasis  must  be  .given  to  the  responsibility  of  unit  coBmnnd- 
ers  and  bat’talion  cotuiis  and  boards  sections  to  exj'edite  the  pro¬ 
cessing  and  forwarding  of  court-mid-ial  charges  once  preferred 
against  an’  individual.

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ANNEX  I  (C)  IROVOST  MARSItvL  ACTIVITIES 

1  *  The  Forvost  Marshal*  s  Office  is  responsible  for  the  dis¬ 
cipline,  law,  and  order  of  the  brigade’s  area  of  responsibility 
and  primarily  on  the  installation  of  Car.ip  FrenzeH* Jones.  The 
number  of  offenders  ap}.rehended  has  increased  steo.dilj’'  by  over 
305?  each  month  and  is  continuing  to  rise.  This  sharp  increase 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  physical  barriers  around  the  base 
camp  have  been  greatly  improved  and  all  personnel  must  enter  and 
exit  through  Military  Police  Checkpoints.  Before  the  jflilitary 
Police  Checkpoints  were  moved  north  of  Sustainer  Boulevard,  a 
main  access  road  bordering  the  brigade  area  on  the  south,  people 
could  easily  gain  access  through  the  II  Field  Forces  installation. 
Now  that  the  perimeter  ha.s  been  placed  on  the  north  side  of  Sus¬ 
tainer  Blvd.,  personnel  :;iay  only  gain  access  to  the  brigade  i.a,in 
base  (Bffi)  through  the  checkpoints  at  Old  Guard  and  Sustainer 
Blvd,  Warrior  and  Sustainer  Blvd,,  and  Shelby  Road  and  Highway  1A. 
Many  people  have  been  leaving  this  installation  without  proper 
authorization  and  are  now  being  apprehended  when  they  attempt  to 
exit  or  enter  one  of  the  checkpoints.  Although  such  apprehensions 
are  minor  in  nature,  the  search  upon  apprehension  has  uncovered  a 
large  amount  of  marijuana  and  other  itenis  of  contraband. 

2,  The  152d  Military  Police  Platoon  conducts  preliminaiy  in¬ 
vestigations  on  all  incidents  and  accidents  that  occur  on  the  BMB, 
It  maintains  fo\ir  checkpoints  that  control  all  outgoing  and-incoi.r* 
ing  traffic,  two  post  patrols,  and  a  civilian  laboi’ers*  checkpoint 
that  controls  the  entrance  and  exit  of  all  Vietnar.icse  civilian 
laborers.  At  the  Civilian  Labor  Checkpoint,  an  area  •'ris.s  construct¬ 
ed  through  which  all  vehicles  containing  civilian  laborers  must 
pass.  All  such  vehicles  are  ccHupletely  emptied  ..ind  thoroughly 
searched  while  all  civilian  laborers  undergo  thorough  sesirch  in 
that  portion  of  the  checkpoint  they  <are  required  to  use.  The  en¬ 
tire  pass  system  was  recently  revised  because  of  tho  fact  that  ap¬ 
proximately  5/6  of  the  piisses  were  unaccoxmtcd  for.  The  passes 
weie  therefore  taken  in  and  a  new  color  system  was  adopted.  The 
152d  Military  Police  Platoon  also  initiated  two  raids  in  the  vil¬ 
lage  of  Phuc  Lam  and  Ho  Nai,  As  a  result  of  these,  raids  over 
$40,000  worth  of  government  propei’ty  was  ret\irned  to  the  proper 
channels.  In  addition  to  the  above  noted  responsibilities,  the 
I52d  MP  PLT  adso  acts  as  a  <^ck  reaction  force  iri  any  alert, 

3.  The  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Military  Police  Pla¬ 
toon  offers  combat  support  to  the  brigade  and  its  battalions,  A 
Detainee  Collection  Point  has  be^-n  constructed  on  tlie  Bl®  and  can 
hold  up  to  300  detainees.  squad  (-)  is  also  present  in  uiany  of 
the  forward  base  camps  to  provide  security  for  any  detaixieos  or 
FWb,  The  construction  of  this  centralized  Detainee  Collection 
Point  has  eliminated  much  of  the  double  processing  .^f  these 
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The  Cl  had  noted  that  a  more  aggressive  attitude  must  be 
taken  in  the  field  of  criminal  investigative  activities  v/ithin  the 
command.  They  have  been  maintaining  a  close  v/atch  on  all  iteros 
purchased  at  the  Post  Exchange  (PX)  by  foriegn  and  US  personnel, 
filing  and  reviewing  all  money  order  purchases  on  MiiCV  Fora  31 1 » 
ensuring  that  government  and  private  property  are  properly  safe¬ 
guarded,  maintaining  an  open  door  for  the  collection  of  infonia- 
tion  affecting  the  activity  of  this  cojonaiid.  The  Cl  personnel 
have  especially  taken  an  aggressive  role  in  the  prevention  of  the 
use  of  marijua^.  The  CID  keeps  the  Comandvsr  informed  on  the  xise 
of  this  non-abuse  drug  and  has  initiated  a  prograj.i  to  orientate 
and  educate  the  brigade  officers  and  non-coj.ridGsionecl  .Ifficors  on 
its  description,  use,  and  effect.  Crime  Prevention  surveys  have 
also  been  utilized  in  assessing  the  physical  security  of  the  peri¬ 
meter  and  other  sensitive  areas  throughout  the  command.
